Traps Best 
In Mole Fight 


With the arrival of spring the 
activity of the mole, one of 
the 
annoying pests to lawns, gardens 
and fields, is increased. Numerous 
inquiries of Scott County farm ers 
on the control of moles indicates 
an extrem e need for 
immediate 
steps to control this pest. 
Moles 
are not easy to control; in 
fact 
mechanical control such as 
the 
use of traps is the only practical 
means. 
To trap moles successfully, one 
must understand their habits and 
instincts 
The mole will clean out 
his tunnel if it is blocked 
with 
dirt, while if he encounters any­ 
thing foreign he will tunnel around 
or under it. 
The trap should be 
set so that the mole will release 
the trigger as he pushes his way 
into the dirt which 
blocks 
his 
tunnel. 
Large sections 
of 
the 
runway should not be 
disturbed 
while attem pting to locate the trap. 
The best tim e to trap is when the 
runways appear fresh. 
It takes 
practice and patience to locate the 
main runways, and as a rule they 
will be found between two sys­ 
tems of workings or perhaps fol­ 
lowing a straight line. 
One of the vertical spring types 
of traps have given the best re­ 
sults, but the harpoon 
trap 
is 
perhaps the most popular one be­ 
cause it is easy to set. 
It is not as 
effective, as a rule, as some of 
the other types because the mole 
may escape unless 
the 
prongs 
strike a vital spot. 
In setting the 
trap, be sure that it straddles, en­ 
circles, or is held suspended above 
the runway according to the type 
of trap used. 
The trigger 
part 
m ust rest on the dirt obstruction 
or be hidden in the dirt blockade. 
This too will depend on the type 
of trap used. 
The used of poisoned baits and 
poisonous gases has been 
tried, 
but none have proved satisfactory. 
The failure of these methods is 
due to the habits of the pests. The 
mole's food generally consists of 
insects and earthworm s, hence it 
is difficult for poisonous gasses to 
be uniform in action, and 
only 
under conditions will they be at 
all effective. The cost of m aterials 
do not usually justify such m 
i- 
ods. 
It is known that holes try 
to 
avoid obnoxious or injurious sub­ 
stances, and as a result repellants 
such as lye and moth balls often 
prove effective in riding 
small 
areas of the pests.

ped by the loss of eyesight.

Aids in Fighting 


Tuberculosis 
I 
In the control of no disease is j 
early diagnosis more needed than 
in tuberculosis. 
Recognizing thej 
fact that eight out of every 
ten 
cases who come to the sanatorium i 
are in the advanced stages of the 
disease, the National Tuberculosis 1 
Association set aside the m onth of 
April for an intensive educational 
campaign against this foe of m an­ 
kind. 
The earlier a case of tubercu­ 
losis is found, the 
shorter 
the 
time it takes to effect a cure. 
It 
requires not only less tim e 
but . 
less money, which is equally im- i 
portant whether the cure is paid j 
for by the individual or by 
the 
tax payer out of public funds. To j 
keep an early case in a sanatorium 
for a few months may cost a few | 
hundred dollars. 
To keep an ad­ 
vanced case there 
for 
several 
years may cost many thousands of 
dollars. 
The earlier a 
case 
is 
found the less chances there are 
for the patient to spread the dis­ 
ease to others. 
The reason for the failure 
t o , 
find early cases is readily stated .1 
Tuberculosis sneaks upon people; 
w ithout warning. 
Early tubercu- j 
losis shows few or none 
of 
the | 
signs and symptoms that, through- i 
out the ages, have been identified 
with the disease. 
It is now pos- j 
sible by the use of modern d ia g -! 
nostic aids to find cases before the 1 
patients are aw are of any diffi- j 
culty. 
The use of the tuberculin ! 
skin test and chest x-rays of posi- | 
five reactors among 
apparently 
healthy people in some commun­ 
ities has produced as 
many 
as 
eight early cases for every 
ten 
found. This is just the reverse of 
the general average now, which is 
eight advanced cases in every ten

This federal money, 
which amounted to 
$20,000 
in I 
1938-29 was increased to approx- j 
imately $31,650 for 
Missouri 
in | 
1939-40 and is available to this 
State as a result of the constitu- j 
tional amendm ent adopted in 1936 
creating the Conservation 
C om -! 
mission which made Missouri eli- j 
gible to share in the federal-aid- j 
to-wildlife funds. 
The 
present 
Congress increased the appropria- j 
tion for wildlife conservation work 1 
yb $65,400 which is estim ated to 
increase the Missouri allotm ent to 
a total of $52,500 starting 
July: 
1st. 
The funds, which the Commis- I 
sion receives because its program I 
meets federal requirem ents, 
are I 
collected under a federal tax on 
sporting arms and 
ammunition. I 
It can be used only for study, in- j 
vestigation and the developm ent1 
of lands acquired for wildlife use. 
Missouri has had 
five 
trained 
biologists in the field for several 
months working on special wild­ 
life management problems in co­ 
operation with landowners. These 
field biologists have included: 
A rthur Hugh Denney, 
Clinton, 
working on 
quail 
and 
prairie 
chicken and the farm 
game 
in 
Southwest Missouri. 
A Starker Leopold, West Plains, 
working on wild turkey and deer 
in the Ozarks region. 
Allen Reed Twichell, Frederick-

Missouri.

v iv ed. 
Not ten lay men in 
the 
town, it is v ery probable, cou ld 
giv e a definite statement of the 
doctrines for which their denom­ 
inations are su pposed 
to 
stand. 
Equ ally interesting is the fact that 
they seem to 
consider 
chu rch 
doctrines of no importance. Thu s, 
we hav e the strange spectacle in 
Paris, as in ev ery other commu n­ 
ity , of people refu sing to worship 
together while not k nowing ju st 
why , ex cept for the accident 
of 
birth, they are div ided into de­ 
nominational camps. 
This seems 
to hav e a redeeming angle, how­ 
ev er, which is that the denomina­ 
tional riv alry incident to a new 
day resu lts in more effort to get 
money and members for the v ar­ 
iou s chu rches and more effort to 
prov ide entertainment. 
The spiritu al 
side 
of 
chu rch 
life seems to hav e declined in pro­ 
portion as chu rch 
organizations 
hav e mu ltiplied. 
Few congrega­ 
tions in towns lik e Paris maintain 
mid-week pray er 
meetings 
any 
more. 
The problem of 
how 
to 
reach “lost sou ls” seems to hav e 
become one of 
minor 
interest. 
And while local chu rches u su ally 
point with pride to the nu mber 
of additions when they send re­ 
ports to headqu arters, most of the 
new recru its are people who sim­ 
ply hav e joined by letter 
from 
other chu rches of lik e faith and 
order. 
Chu rch attendance prob­ 
ably is at the lowest ebb in his­ 
tory , especially in ru ral districts, 
and nothing is being done abou t it, 
althou gh ev ery body agrees that it 
is a seriou s matter for families, 
especially for children, to hav e no 
interests in the hou se of God. All 
this may be becau se the modern 
chu rch is so long on organizations 
and so short on leadership. It con­ 
fronts the modern Chu rch with a 
choice between carry ing religion 
to people in homes and on streets 
or leav ing them to stew- in their 
own ju ice. 
My first recollection of 
Paris 
chu rches is of interiors 
with

Question: When should gladiolus 
bulbs be planted, and what 
are 
i some good varieties? 
Answer: Gladioli may be plant­ 
ed as early as April 1 if the soil 
can be tilled then, but the most 
protected area should be chosen 


for this planting since too early a 
planting is hazardous in case of a 
late frost. 
A bed along the south 
and east side of a 
building 
or 
hedge is ideal. 
In planting, dig an 8-inch-deep 
furrow and scatter some

This W eek in M issouri History 


The Lamine River and Its 


Lead Mines 


M issouri’s Lamine 
r i v e r in 
Cooper county probably received 
its nam e from the mines near it 
and from the early publicity given 
them. 
Even in the early part of 
the eighteenth century, the “R. a 
la Mine’ was m entioned on Mis­ 
souri river maps. 
De Bourgmond, a French 
ex­ 
plorer, 
ascended 
the 
Missouri 
river in 1714 and on April 17 of 
that year, two hundred and tw en­ 
ty-six years ago this week, stop­ 
ped near the mouth of a 
river, 
evidently the present Lamine. 
He 
rem arked about finiding the In­ 
dians mining lead near a stream 
which according to his system of 
m easuring distances 
must 
have 
been the Lamine of 
today! 
De 
Villiers, who in 1925 
edited 
De 
Bourgmond’s journal of his Mis­ 
souri river trip, called the stream 
the Riviere de la Mine. 
De Bourgmond’s interest in the 
mines seem to have led him to 
spend two days in the neighbor­ 
hood. 
The publicity he gave the 
mines, too, probably led to the 
mention of the river on the fam ­ 
ous Missouri river map draw n by 
the French Delisle family in 1718. 
On the Delisle map the “R. a la 
Mine,” draw n with 
rem arkable 
general accuracy, was the only 
tributary of the Missouri in the 
present State of Missouri m en­ 
tioned by name, with the excep­ 
tion of the Osage, although larger 
tributaries are shown unnamed. 


Although the makers of this map 
did not have 
De 
Bourgmond’s 
journal, students of Missouri river 
map-m aking believe 
they 
were 
fam iliar with his early expeditions, 
and it might reasonably be sup­ 
posed that the nam e of the river 
and its presence on the map are 
due to De Bourgmond’s report. 
From the mines 
mentioned 
by 
him, if not from the report of 
them given by 
De Bourgmond, 
the name “Rivere de la Mine” or 
“R. a la Mine” finally came to be 
applied to the river. 
The French made no special a t­ 
tem pt to explore or 
work 
the 
mines of central Missouri, 
early 
records show'. Sieur de la 
Ren- 
audiere, as late at 1723, w rote that 
the voyageuris from the river La 
Mine reported lead mine existing 
there, but added that “They have 
no knowledge of metals and know 
nothing of their productiveness.” 
The Americans, like W'ise, gave 
little attention to these m ineral 
deposits until near 
the 
middle 
years of the nineteenth contury. 
A news story in the St. Louis Mis­ 
souri Gazette in 1811 called at­ 
tention to the mines on Lamine 
river. 
Six years later Samuel R. 
Brown in the W estern G azetteer 
mentioned these lead deposits and 
Beck, in 1823, also made note of 
the m ineral resources of the reg­ 
ion. 
W etmore’s Gazetteer shows that 
by 1837 lead was being taken from 
a mine on the farm of 
William 
Scott in the northw'est corner of 


Cooper county. 
George C. Swal­ 
low, Missouri’s first State geolog­ 
ist, believed lead and iron might 
both be mined and smelted prof­ 
itably on the Lamine river. 
The 
Collins diggings and the M arma- 
duke diggings, the two best knowm 
Cooper and Saline 
county 
lead 
mines, were opened in the 1870s. 
The mineral deposits of central 
Missouri, in addition to giving the 
Lamine river its name and placing 
J it on early 
eighteenth 
century 
J maps, have given rise to a num - 
! ber of legends and 
folk 
tales. 
! Renault, a famous lead miner of 
the early eighteenth century, ac- 
i cording to one of these talks was 
prospecting for m inerals in pres­ 
ent Saline county before 
1725, 
bringing his Santo Domingo slaves 
W'ith him. 
Another story, sim ilar to legends 
found in other counties, tells of 
i an old man w'ho when necessity 
I forced him, worked a rich 
lead 
j m ine on the Lamine 
river. 
He 
never told anyone of its location 
and the legendary mine has never 
been discovered. 
More a m isinterpretation of facts 
than a legend is the story that 
confuses the expedition 
of 
Le 
Sueur in 1699 and 1700 into the 
lead mining region of the Upper 
, Mississippi with the story of mines 
j on the Lamine river in central 
I Missouri.

are not easy to control; in 
fact 
m echanical control such as 
the 
use of traps is the only practical 
m eans. 
To tra p moles successfully, one 
m ust understand th eir habits and 
instincts. 
The m ole will clean out 
his tunnel if it is blocked 
w ith 
dirt, w hile if he encounters an y ­ 
thing foreign he w ill tunnel around 
or un d er it. 
T he trap should be 
set so th at the m ole w ill release 
the trigger as he pushes his way 
into the dirt w hich 
blocks 
his 
tunnel. 
Large sections 
of 
the 
runw ay should not be 
disturbed 
w hile attem pting to locate the trap. 
T he best tim e to tra p is w hen the 
runw ays appear fresh. 
It takes 
practice and patience to locate th e 
m ain runw ays, and as a rule they 
will be found betw een tw o sys­ 
tem s of w orkings or perhaps fol­ 
lowing a straig h t line. 
One of the vertical spring types 
of trap s have given th e best re ­ 
sults, but the harpoon 
trap 
is 
perhaps the m ost popular one be­ 
cause it is easy to set. 
It is not as 
effective, as a rule, as som e of 
the other types because the mole 
m ay escape unless 
the 
prongs 
strike a vital spot. 
In setting the 
trap, be sure th a t it straddles, en ­ 
circles, or is held suspended above 
the runw ay according to the type 
of tra p used. 
T he trigger 
part 
m ust rest on th e d irt obstruction 
or be hidden in th e dirt blockade. 
This too w ill depend on the type 
of tra p used. 
T he used of poisoned baits and 
poisonous gases has been 
tried, 
but none have proved satisfactory. 
T he failu re of these m ethods is 
due to the habits of the pests. The 
m ole’s food generally consists of 
insects and earthw orm s, hence it 
is difficult for poisonous gasses to 
be uniform in action, and 
only 
under conditions w ill they be at 
all effective. T he cost of m aterials 
do not usually justify such rr. 
i- 
ods. 
It is know n th a t holes try 
to 
avoid obnoxious or injurious sub­ 
stances, and as a result repellants 
such as lye and m oth balls often 
prove effective in riding 
sm all 
areas of the pests.

Aids in Fighting 


Tuberculosis 
In the control of no disease is 
early diagnosis m ore needed than 
in tuberculosis. 
Recognizing the 
fact that eight out of every 
ten 
cases who com e to the sanatorium 
are in the advanced stages of the 
disease, the N ational T uberculosis 
Association set aside the m onth of 
April for an intensive educational 
cam paign against this foe of m an ­ 
kind. 
The earlier a case of tu b ercu ­ 
losis is found, the 
shorter 
the 
tim e it takes to effect a cure. 
It 
requires not only less tim e 
but 
less money, w hich is equally im ­ 
portant w hether the cure is paid 
for by the individual or by 
the 
tax payer out of public funds. To 
keep an early case in a sanatorium 
foi a few m onths may cost a few 
hundred dollars. 
To keep an ad ­ 
vanced case th ere 
for 
several 
years m ay cost m any thousands of 
dollars. 
The earlier a 
case 
is 
found the less chances th ere are 
for the patient to spread the d is­ 
ease to others. 
The reason for the failure 
to 
find early cases is readily stated. 
Tuberculosis sneaks upon people 
w ithout w arning. 
Early tu b ercu ­ 
losis shows few or none 
of 
the 
signs and sym ptom s that, th ro u g h ­ 
out the ages, have been identified 
w ith the disease. 
It is now pos­ 
sible by the use of m odern diag­ 
nostic aids to find cases before the 
patients are aw are of any diffi­ 
culty. 
The use of the tuberculin 
skin test and chest x -ray s of posi­ 
tive reactors am ong 
apparently 
healthy people in som e com m un­ 
ities has produced as 
m any 
as 
eight early cases for every 
ten 
found. 
This is just the reverse of 
the general average now, w hich is 
eight advanced cases in every ten

When I was a boy people took 
their religion seriously, 
meaning 
their 
denominationnlism. 
M o s t 
every family had at 
least 
one 
member who could, and at fre­ 
quent intervals did, give a reason 
for the faith that was in him. All 
the Protestant families heard ter­ 
rible things about the Catholics. 
The 
Baptist 
Presbyterian 
and 
Methodist families heard 
things 
equally unfavorable to the Camp- 
belllites, by which odious 
name 
the Christian Church was 
then 
spoken of. 
We Baptists, while insisting that 
baptism had nothing to do 
with 
regeneration, 
referred 
r a t h e r 
slightingly 
to 
the 
unorthodox

their 
converts. 
We had no patience at 
all with Campbellites and 
their j 
alleged doctrine of salvation by 
immersion. 
All of 
those 
sects 
lambasted us Baptists because we 
limited participation in the Lord’s 
supper to those of our own faith 
and order, although they really 
didn’t care so much about eating 
and drinking with us as about be­ 
ing barred from the table. 
The 
Campbellites, we claimed, 
were 


baptized because we were saved. 
As for the Methodists and Pres­ 
byterians, neither the Baptists nor 
the Campbellies recognized their 
mode of baptism as any baptism 
at all. 
There was

theological 
brick-throwing from the various 
pulpits. 
I recall 
an 
evangelist 
named Martin who held a meeting

How times have changed! Sev­ 
eral years ago I asked all pastors 
of local churches to write state­ 
ments in which the doctrine« of 
their denominations would be giv­ 
en. Only one responded—a young 
man who had just ben called to 
the pastorate of 
the 
Christian 
Church. 
He very carefully avoid­ 
ed anything that might have start­ 
ed a conrtovevsy, while all the 
others declined to say anything 
for publication 
lest 
denomina­ 
tional antagonisms would be re­ 
vived. 
Not ten laymen in 
the 
town, it is very probable, could 
give a definite statement of the 
doctrines for which their denom­ 
inations are supposed 
to 
stand. 
Equally interesting is the fact that 
they seem to 
consider 
church 
doctrines of no importance. Thus, 
we have the strange spectacle in 
Paris, as in every other commun­ 
ity, of people refusing to worship 
together while not knowing just 
why, except for the accident

nominational camps. 
This seems 
to have a redeeming angle, how­ 
ever, which is that the denomina­ 
tional rivalry incident to a new 
day results in more effort to get 
money and members for the var­ 
ious churches and more effort to 
provide entertainment. 
The spiritual 
side 
of 
church 
life seems to have declined in pro­ 
portion as church 
organizations 
have multiplied. 
Few’ congrega­ 
tions in towns like Paris maintain 
mid-week prayer 
meetings 
any 
more. 
The problem of 
how 
to 
reach “lost souls” seems to have 
become one of 
minor 
interest. 
And w’hile local churches usually 
point with pride to the number 
of additions w’hen they send re­ 
ports to headquarters, most of the 
new recruits are people who sim­ 
ply have joined by letter 
from 
other churches of like faith and 
order. 
Church attendance prob­ 
ably is at the lowest ebb in his­ 
tory, especially in rural districts, 
and nothing is being done about it, 
although everybody agrees that it 
is a serious matter for families, 
especially for children, to have no 
interests in the house of God. All 
this may be because the modern 
church is so long on organizations 
and so short on leadership. It con­ 
fronts the modern Church w’ith a 
choice between carrying religion 
to people in homes and on streets 
or leaving them to stew in their 
own juice. 
My first recollection of 
Paris 
churches is of interiors 
with 
a 
rail through the center of the mid­ 
dle pews. 
Men sat on one side 
of that rail, women on the other. 
Young people with an eye to op­ 
portunity so managed that

The Lamine River and Its 


Lead Mines 


M issouri's Lamme 
r i v e r in 
Cooper county probably received 
its nam e from the mines near it 
and from the early publicity given 
them. 
Even in the early part of 
the eighteenth century, the ‘‘R. a 
la Mine’ was m entioned on Mis­ 
souri river maps. 
De Bourgmond, a French 
ex­ 
plorer, 
ascended 
the 
Missouri 
river in 1714 and on April 17 of 
that year, two hundred and tw en­ 
ty -six years ago this week, stop­ 
ped near the mouth of a 
river, 
evidently the present La mine. 
He 
rem arked about finiding the In­ 
dians mining lead near a stream 
which according to his system of 
m easuring distances 
must 
have 
been the Lamine of 
today! 
De I 
Villiers, who in 1925 
edited 
De 
Bourgmond’s journal of his Mis­ 
souri river trip, called the stream 
the Riviere de la Mine. 
De Bourgmond’s interest in the 
mines seem to have led him to 
spend two days in the neighbor­ 
hood. 
The publicity he gave the 
mines, too, probably led to the 
m ention of the river on the fam ­ 
ous Missouri river map draw n by 
the French Delisle family in 1718. 
On the Delisle map the ‘‘R. a la 
Mine,’’ drawn with 
rem arkable 
general accuracy, was the only 
tributary of the Missouri in the 
present State of Missouri m en­ 
tioned by name, with the excep­ 
tion of the Osage, although larger 
tributaries are shown unnam ed. 


Although the makers of this map 
did not have 
De 
Bourgmond’s 
journal, students of Missouri river 
m ap-m aking believe 
they 
were 
fam iliar with his early expeditions, 
and it might reasonably be sup­ 
posed that the nam e of the river 
and its presence on the map are 
due to De Bourgmond’s report. 
From the mines 
mentioned 
by 
him, if not from the report of 
them given by 
De Bourgmond, 
the name "Rivere de la Mine" or 
"R. a la M ine” finally came to be 
applied to the river. 
The French made no special a t­ 
tem pt to explore or 
work 
the 
mines of central Missouri, 
early 
records show. Sieur de la 
Ren- 
audiere, as late at 1723, wrote that 
the voyageuris from the river La 
Mine reported lead mine existing 
there, but added that "They have 
no knowledge of metals and know 
nothing of their productiveness.” 
The Americans, like wise, gave 
little attention to these m ineral 
deposits until near 
the 
middle 
years of the nineteenth contury. 
A news story in the St. Louis Mis­ 
souri Gazette in 1811 called a t­ 
tention to the mines on Lamine 
river. 
Six years later Samuel R. 
Brown in the W estern G azetteer 
mentioned these lead deposits and 
Beck, in 1823, also made note of 
the m ineral resources of the reg­ 
ion. 
W etmore’s Gazetteer shows that 
by 1837 lead was being taken from 
a mine on the farm of 
William 
Scott in the northw est corner of 


Cooper county. 
George C. Swal­ 
low, Missouri’s first State geolog­ 
ist, believed lead and iron might 
both be mined and smelted prof­ 
itably on the Lamine river. 
The 
Collins diggings and the M arma- 
duke diggings, the two best known 
Cooper and Saline 
county 
lead 
mines, were opened in the 1870s. 
The m ineral deposits of central 
Missouri, in addition to giving the 
Lamine river its name and placing 
J it on early 
eighteenth 
century 
' maps, have given rise to a num - 
j ber of legends and 
folk 
tales. 
! Renault, a famous lead miner of 
the early eighteenth century, ac- 
| cording to one of these talks was 
’ prospecting for minerals in pres­ 
ent Saline county before 
1725, 
bringing his Santo Domingo slaves 
w ith him. 
Another story, similar to legends 
found in other counties, tells of 
an old man who when necessity 
forced him, worked a rich 
lead 
mine on the Lam ine 
river. 
He 
never told anyone of its location 
and the legendary mine has never 
been discovered. 
More a m isinterpretation of facts 
than a legend is the story that 
confuses the expedition 
of 
Le 
Sueur in 1699 and 1700 into the 
lead mining region of the Upper 
Mississippi with the story of mines 
on the Lamine river in central 
i Missouri.
